As a memorial to the late Bishop White-Thomson, 
the decoration and reconditioning of Ely Cemetery 
Chapel has recently been completed, and includes the 
colouring of the roof and walls in a scheme of blue 
and green, with ornamental additions. A new altar, 
with its ornaments and a panel of stained glass in the 
centre light of the window behind the altar, is also 
part of the scheme. 

To give texture and richness to the walls and roof, 
a treatment in broken colour was employed, 
“sponge ’’-stippled in a deeper tint over the plain 
lighter undercoat, black chequer-work ornament 
being carried round the walls and vaulting. The altar 
is painted a stippled grey-black, with devices of the 
vine at the top, and at the centre a vesica-shaped 
design of lilies in colour. 

The design and execution of the work was carried 
out by Mr. Reginald Hallward; plain work and joinery 
by Messrs. T. Tucker and Sons, of Ely. 

The cross and candlesticks, part of the memorial 
scheme to the late Bishop, are executed on an oak 
core, modelled in “ gesso,” and double-gilt on a

PUBLIC WORKS : PLANNED OR UNPLANNED ? 


: WE notice that the question of Public Works as a 


creator of employment is again being debated, 
and that Sir Charles Mallet has expressed doubt as to 
the value of preparing large-scale plans for public works 
to meet a slump in trade. Sir Charles does not suggest, 
be it noted, that a slump is necessarily to be expected ; 
the doubt he expresses has its origins in the proposal 
made by a group of Oxford economists—headed by 
Sir Arthur Salter and Professor Keynes—that it has 
become essential to plan ahead and to create a reservoir 
of building and other public works upon which we might 
draw should emergency or private building work 
slacken. In suggesting that these programmes, “ good 
things as they are in themselves, have never yet in 
times of crisis helped materially to make good slackness 


~ of trade or even to relieve unemployment,” Sir Charles 


Mallet seeks to amplify his argument by pointing to the 
Government’s endeavours between 1918-1922: to in- 
augurate vast policies of works intended to-be useful, 
profitable and reproductive—endeavours which “ ended, 
as these plans for creating work do, in widespread 
disappointment.” And in conclusion he asks: ‘‘ What 
is there in the new (though really old) proposals offered 
us to lead us to anticipate better results from them ? ” 

The answer to this must be: ‘‘ Nothing unless there is 
planning.” The pre-eminent reason for the disap- 
pointing results of the immediate post-War works 
campaign was the lack of planning. A Ministry of Home 
Reconstruction charged during the last year of the War 
with the task of planning the rehabilitation of Great 
Britain would have prevented many of our post-War 
economic troubles. That was too much to expect, 
perhaps, at a period when we were unaware that peace 
was to be no less perilous than war. 

It was in all probability as the result of that expensive 
experience of 1919-1922 that the Government were so 
tardy in 1932 in loosening the national purse strings and 
permitting even a normal expenditure on public works. 
No doubt it feared a “ panic programme,” in which 
expenditure would once again be disproportionate to 
economic output. Once again a lack of planning! No 
one, apparently, had observed the initial waverings 
preceding the plunge of the economic barometer, and 
when that plunge took place, no reserve of necessary 
and valid public works was ready to feed into the 
economic machine. 


STATISTICS ARE VITAL ! 


c- is not because we anticipate, so far as we can see, 

a trade depression either immediate or imminent that 
we ask these questions which must be in the minds of 
many: Are we going to be caught napping yet a third 
time? Are we going to blunder on without any kind of 
plan, and without putting by any reserve of work ? 
. Indications are that steps are at last being taken 
which should prevent the country from being economi- 
cally at the mercy of international trade cycles. There 
is evidence that a reservoir of potential works is being 
accumulated—buildings, rail and dock works, water 
and sewerage schemes, etc. And, lest we be accused of 
Partisanship to the constructional trades, we would 
point to the tremendous part played in national 
stabilisation during the last depression by those very 
industries. 

What we do not know is the extent of that 
reservoir, whether it is sufficient in volume or at a stage 
Tipe enough to put forward in time of need. If these 

erata do not obtain, we must insist upon the 
deficiencies being made good. 
y less important than the amount of work in 
Prospect is to know when to introduce it. This demands_ 
much more precise method of establishing building 


statistics than at present exists. We have stressed this - 
need before in these columns* when we pointed out the 
imperative need not only of complete estimates of 
future building (the only figures now available are 
based on the returns by 146 authorities—admittedly the 
largest—out of the total of about 1,800, and these also 
exclude building in the County of London and by the 
Government) but of a cross-check on building work 
actually executed.- We are interested to note that 
Professor Keynes, in replying to Sir Charles Malliet’s 
criticisms referred to above, makes the same points, and 
suggests their extension to other basic industries, In 
this way, he claims, we should have enough facts to 
give a reliable indication of the trends both of current 
ee and of decisions to spend not yet fulfilled. 

; The need clearly is for a Government Bureau of 
Statistics which shall thoroughly collect and speedily 
publish the facts essential for each industry to know. 
As we pointed out last week, there are dangers in 
statistics which are only partial, for there is no doubt 
that public confidence has been shaken to some degree 
by the uncertainty of the last six months’ figures. 
Accurate statistics might very possibly. have shown 
those fears to have been unfounded ; in any case, the 
industry would have known exactly where it stood. We 
shall look to seeing something done to improve our 
national industrial statistics service, for the time is 
long overdue and the need urgent. 


THE A.A. SCHOOL OF PLANNING. 


‘TT pressing need for wider and more imaginative 
planning referred to above gives singular opportuni- 

ties to the cynical when read in conjunction with thenews 
that the A.A. School of Planning and Research for 
National Development is fighting for its existence. 

This School (the only one of its kind in existence, as 
far as we' know) was founded three years ago for teaching 
post-graduates the technique of planning in its widest 
sense. The success the School has already achieved— 
it started with six students and now has 33—is re- 

markable, seeing that it may be said to run counter to 
one of our more cherished national characteristics—, 
laisser-faire. Based on an ideal, the school is yet rooted 

in hard fact, and its object, planning and the correlation 

of planning, is one which this new age owes to itself and, as 

inheritor of some of the blunders of the past, to the future. 

We were glad to note that at the meeting held last 

week (reported on page 1192) there was a solid body of 
support in favour of the need for extension of the good 

work the School is doing, and that practical suggestions 

were made how best to secure that end. 


RENT RESTRICTION DECONTROL. 
"Tt Reports of the Rent Restrictions Acts Com- 
mittee, just issued, will be studied with special 
interest, not only by the two classes of the community 
most closely affected, but by all who have any thought 
for the welfare of those to whom a low rent is a vital 
necessity. Little fault can be found with the principles 
on which the Majority Report is based ; it is the applica- 
tion of these principles that might well prove di ‘ 
If it were possible to foresee the provision by a certain 
date of an adequate amount of suitable housing accom- 
modation at rents within the means of the poorer-paid 
classes the problem would be a simple one, but there is 
no certainty of such provision; and in the cireum- 
stances there is some justification for the somewhat 
drastic recommendation of the Minority Report that 
“control of some kind .is desirable as a permanent 
feature of housing service.” The best and obvious way 
out of the impasse is to build the houses required for 
letting at suitable rentals.

Art and Industry : 
F.B.1. Employment Bureau. 

THe Federation of British Industries 
Employment Bureau for Industrial 
Artists has had, we learn, a very success- 
ful year. Over 90 firms and studios have 
given whole-time employment or free-lance 
work to artists on the register, and many 
branches of design have been covered. 
Seventy-eight industrial and commercial 
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artists have notified the Buredu ‘that they 
have secured work this year,* but the 
actual number is probably in excess of 
this figure, as the Bureau is not always 
informed when work is obtained. 

The Bureau registers young designers 
leaving the schools of art who have had 
three or four years’ full-time art train- 
ing, and who are recommended by the 
principals of the schools as being suitable 
for employment as industrial and com- 
mercial artists... A register is also kept of 
experienced designers in many branches 
of industry seeking permanent employ- 


“Ment or free-lance work, and another 


register of firms in all branches of 
industry which have given employment to 
designers and commercial artists.

Reconditioning of Rural Workers’ Houses : 
More Progress. 
THE reconditioning of houses for 
workers in the country districts under 
the Housing (Rural Workers) Acts made 
further progress in the quarter end 
September 30 last, according to figures 
published by the Minister-of Health, dit 
Kingsley Wood. The latest returns from 
local authorities show that in that per! 
applications for grants were made 
them in respect of 1,348 dwellings 
as against 941 in the comparable quarter 
ended September 30, 1936. A similar 
improvement was shown for the quarter 
ended June 30, 1987, when the number. 
applications was 1,224, as compared WI! 
904 in the corresponding quarter of 1 
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This further gratifying increase in the 
number of applications is claimed to be 
at least in part due to the fact that since 
March of this year local authorities have 
been circulating throughout the country 
districts publicity material prepared by 
the Ministry of Health in the form ‘of 
posters, booklets and leaflets which give 
information as to the working of the 
Housing (Rural Workers) Acts under 
which grants are given to.owners of rural 
houses to assist them in reconditioning 
their property. The number of applications 
in the half-year ended September 30, 
1937, was 2,573, which is greater than the 
total applications in any one year before 
1934, and nearly half as much again as 
in the corresponding periods of 1985 and 
1936. The total number of dwellings in 
respect of which grants or loans have 
been promised is now 16,060.

St. Mary’s Hospital : 
Further Extensions Proposed. 

Mr. E. W. MEYERSTEIN has made a gift 
of £32,576 to St. Mary’s Hospital, which 
has enabled the Governors to acquire the 
freehold of a site of some 10,500 sq. ft. 
adjoining the hospital in Praed-street, 
Paddington. This site will provide the 
necessary land for the extension of the 
hospital. Sir Edwin Cooper, R.A., is 
architect to the hospital.

Waterloo Bridge : 
A Government Grant. 

In the House of Commons last week, 
Mr. H. Morrison asked the Minister of 
Transport whether he was aware of the 
need for relieving the congestion in the 
streets of London by major schemes of 
highway improvement, whether he pro- 
posed to consult thereon with the L.C.C. 
as the improvement authority, and 
whether he was now prepared to review 
the decision to make no contribution to 
the cost of demolishing the old Waterloo 
Bridge and replacing it by a new 
structure. 

Mr. Burgin said that the Government, 
who had continually under review the 
present and prospective traffic require- 
ments of London, had satisfied themselves 
that a number of important improvements 
in the highway facilities were necessary, 
including, of course, cross-river facilities 
on the site of old Waterloo Bridge. The 
L.C.C. was the improvement authority in 


‘ London, and the Government would hope 


to have its cordial co-operation in the 
provision of these facilities. No contribu- 
tion could be made by the Government 


- towards the cost of demolishing the old 


Waterloo Bridge, but they recognised that 
the provision of a new bridge was now a 
necessary feature of the improvements 
they had in mind, and they accordingly 
proposed to approve a contribution from 
the Road Fund amounting to 60 per cent. 
of the cost of building the new bridge.

Greyfriars Church, Edinburgh : 
Restoration Completed. 

Tue restoration of Greyfriars Church, 
Edinburgh, has been now completed. The 
work of restoration has been carried out 
by Mr. Henry F, Kerr, A.R.I.B.A., and 
has cost about £16,000, all of which, with 
the aid of grants from the Pilgrim Trust 
and the Baird Trust, has been obtained 
with the exception of some £300. The 
ig wall that divided Old Greyfriars 
tom New Greyfriars has been removed, 
and the full proportions of the building 
are now seen. From the west end the 
vista of eight bays with their pillars and 
arches is impressive and beautiful. Above

The Lincoln Tunnel, New York : 
Formal Opening. 

THe Lincoln Tunnel, the second 
trafic route to be constructed under the 
River Hudson as a link between New York 
and New Jersey, has now been opened. 
Only one tube of the tunnel is yet com- 
pleted, and this will for the present carry 
traffic in both directions. It is expected 
that the second tube will be ready by 1940, 
and each tunnel will then carry traffic in 
one direction only. The whole enterprise 
will cost £17,000,000, which will gradually 
be defrayed by a toll of 50 cents. The 
length of the tube opened is 8,215 ft., of 
which a section 7,400 ft. long is under 
the river.

Road Improvements 
in Middlesex, . 

THE Middlesex County Council have 
approved a number of road improvement 
schemes. One of these—the widening of 
Bell-road, Hounslow, and the extension of 
Bell-road to Whitton-road by way of Bell- 
passage, to connect Hounslow with 
Whitton—involves the acquisition of:land, 
which the District Valuer estimates will 
cost £161,500.

WONDER what sort of addition South 

Kensington will possess with the 
appearance of the National Theatre at the 
southern end of Exhibition-road. The 
area is one of the richest in architectural 
exuberance, and for ail its uncompromis- 
ing hostility towards contemporary archi- 
tecture, there is something about it which 
attracts me enormously. 

To mount the steps surrounding the 

base of the Albert Memorial is tantamount 
to (rebuff if you like) discarding eighty 
years of progressive (sic) designing. There, 
under a four-poster arrangement of 
Gothic columns, is the vast bronze seated 
figure of Albert; and I believe he is read- 
ing the catalogue of the 1851 Exhibition. 
His shapely calves are a monument to 
the Greek’s definition of the curve; and, 
mounted at each corner, with their backs 
respectfully turned towards him, are fair 
women in bronze and Portland stone. 
_ Round the base are all those men who 
mattered in this civilisation; and what a 
lot of men there were for somebody to 
carve. As a monument of descriptive 
realism, or should I say literal material- 
ism, the Albert Memorial stands un- 
challenged. I sincerely hope it will re- 
main so, for a serious rival- would render 
both itself and the A.M. ridiculous, 

Have you seen the public peering into 
the faces of those same handsome men 
round the base? They, the public, that is, 
understand this form of art, and it, may 
be that the similar way in which they 
stare at the Gothic Cathedrals suggests an 
affinity. Gothic gets them. The emotional 
and persona] element of the whole makes 
them look in awe. Classic architecture, 
with its higher and more ordered form of 
thought, just freezes them. 


* * * 


If you want proof, walk down. Exhibi- 
tion-road and see the Victoria and Albert 
Museum—a classic building based on the 
Chateau de Chambord. I believe it is 
perfectly true that the assistants in the 
architect’s office responsible for the job 
were sent to France in order that the 
full-sizing might be authentic. The de- 
sign is certainly more architectural] than 
the Albert Memorial, but it is never an 
object of wonder. Even this is too formal 
for the G.P. 

So, also, are the Natural History, the 
Geological, and the Science Museums. 
For all their wealth of architectural: in- 
genuity, the fagades mean nothing to Mr. 
and Mrs. Everyman. And yet the classic 
Brompton Oratory and the British 
Museum appear to kindle a spark. It 
must be the domes and colonnades.

Study of the London museums produces 


the most amazing set of paradoxes. The 
staggering wealth of the objects is always 
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uppermost in my mind when I see any 
collection; and the vast sums of money 
spent on acquiring these possessions 
seem rather wasted on a community 
which takes very little intérest in them. 
The Victoria and Albert started on a 
£5,000 grant, with the purpose of buying 
objects from the 1851 Exhibition which 
could be regarded as “‘ models of taste or 
design.”? In 1936, the sum of £120,000 was 
granted to the museum. It would seem 
that the most popular exhibit is the Bed 
of Ware*, which was a music-hall joke 
some years ago. 
” * * * 


I, in common with everybody else, I 
imagine, have come to the conclusion 
that the museums are used to a great ex- 
tent by an uninterested public; but that 
they must exist for the research of the 
few. But even that seems no reason why 
the atmosphere created by the museums 
need be so depressing. If you want to 
gauge the sparkle they elicit from the lay 
public, ask one of your women friends to 
go along one afternoon, and note the 
reaction. A devoted spouse might suffer 
out of devotion during the ordeal, but a 
stony silence is more frequently the 
result; although foreign visitors (complete 
with “‘ Fraus”’ or “‘ Mommas,” their one 
or two children, and guide-book) appear 
to have got over the stage of.open rebel- 
lion; and accept dear Papa’s view with 
an almost convincing enthusiasm.

The Science Museum is probably the 
liveliest of the London species; and on 
Sunday afternoon you will be surprised 
at the noise of popular music and scream- 
ing children which goes on inside. I 
imagine the choice of Curator is the de- 
ciding factor in the creation of atmo- 
sphere;. and certainly in the Science 
Museum one feels the influence of some 
presiding genius at work, giving any help 
that is possible to those who require in- 
formation. In this Museum an Exhibition 
is now heing held which gots under the 
name of ‘‘ Timber Research and Utilisa- 
tion Exhibition.”” It has been organised 
by a very much. alive concern—the 
Timber Development, Association; and is 
to remain open till February 6. 


* * 

This week has made me very glass- 
conscious. It seems almost as if glass- 
making companies have decided by shock 
tactics to make the architect realise very 
vividly the fact that glass can do almost 
anything. In the first place, a letter I 
received (a rather  official-looking 
envelope) divulged what appeared to be 
a writ, all done up in a buff case with a 
red seal, a number of %%%%%% typed 
across it, and the words “ Yourself vs. 
Discord.” The whole thing gave me quite 
a turn; really, it was a very authentic- 
looking piece of work; and if it is of any 
interest to the manufacturers concerned, 
there is at least one architect who would 
prefer.a less shocking awakening than 
this advertisement provided. 

The other method was highly acceptable 
—a  three-guinea book, written by 
Raymonp McGrata and A. C. Frost, 
covering all forms of glass manufacture 
and use, together with a tremendous num- 
ber of photographs of its contemporary 
and historical use. This is a remarkably 
fine pubJication; and the free hand which 
the writers have obviously had speaks 
well for the generosity of whoever subsi- 
dised it; for I am certain no publisher 
would be so generous as to launch such 





*The Bed of Ware was. built. for twelve citizens 
and their wives. ; 
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a lavish affair on the general public 
without fear of losing a great deal of 
money. Not that the book would be up. 
likely to sell. Far from it, but the publi. 
cation is too good to show a profit.

There is some final publicity on glass in 
the shape of a house which is to be built 
at Olympia next year; and which was 
won in an open competition patronised 
by 283 designers. The building is to be 
almost completely in glass, and the direct 
result of this drive is bound to react on 
the building trades; so that one may ex. 
pect in the near future some form of 
reciprocation from steel, wood, concrete 
and brick manufacturers. How nice for

CORRESPONDENCE, 


The National House Builders’ Registration 
Council. 

Srr,—In the issue of your journal for 
December 10, under the title ‘“‘ In Parlia- 
ment,” with the above as a sub-heading, 
you reported a question asked by Sir A. 
Wilson of the Minister of Health. Your 
report goes on:—Sir K. Wood said that 
two of his officials acted -as ‘observers at 
the meetings of this council. While he was 
in full sympathy with the Council’s en- 
deavour to promote good building, he 
took no responsibility for, and had no 
control over, their work. 

In a circular issued by the National 
House Builders’ Registration Council— 
NH. 37, 218: (23)—it states :—‘ This 
Council, by the way, has the official 
approval and support of the Minister of 
Health, by whom the Population Statis- 
tics Bill was introduced.”’ 

Both these statements cannot be correct, 
and it will be of interest and value to 
have some authoritative evidence in order 
that this matter might be more clearly 
understood. W. J. Stones, M.R.8.1. 

[A proof of this letter has been shown to 
Mr. Gilbert Armitage, B.A., Secretary, 
National. House-Builders’ Registration Coun- 
cil, who writes: “I find. it impossible to 
see, as Mr. Stone apparently does, any in- 
consistency between these two statements. 
The Registration Council is in no sense, and 
has never claimed to be, a subsidiary of any 
Government Department. It is a body set 
up by the building industry with a view to 
enabling that industry to give better service 
to the public. The Minister of Health has 
himself described the Registration Council’s - 
work as ‘an attempt by the industry to put 
its own house in order.’ At the same time, 
the Minister’s support and _ approval 
(formally given in a letter dated July 15, 
1936) has found practical expression in the 
valuable and continuous assistance given to 
the Registration Council and its committees 
by: the officials appointed by the Minister to 
act as his observers, and in the extensive 
help and guidance in the preparation and 
revision of the Model Specification rendered 
bv the Building Research Station and the 
Forest Products Research Laboratory.”]

Questions must 
reach the Secretary not later than Feb- 
ruary 12, and with answers as the assessor 
considers necessary will form part of the 
conditions. The conditions are obtainable 
from the Secretary on deposit of £1 1s. 
Following are points from the condi- 
tions :— 3 
A plan of the site (reproduced with 
boundaries in black outline) has particulars 
of the existing buildings marked upon it, 
also the building lines, site levels, and floor 
datum; it also indicates the positions and 
depths of sewers and the points at which gas, 
electricity and water service mains will be 
available. Plans of existing buildings, drawn 
to a scale of 16 ft. to 1 in. are also supplied 
with the conditions. Competitors are recom- 
mended to visit the site. In the design of 
the buildings emphasis is laid upon the im- 
portance of straightforward planning, takin 
the fullest advantage of the existing hospita 
buildings and so arranging the extensions as 
to provide the required accommodation 
simply and directly to ensure good adminis-

buildings are faced with brick of reddish 
colour, and have stone cills and dressings. 
The suggestion of materials for the elevations 
is left to competitors, but the new work

CHESTER ROYAL 
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THE ARCHITECTS 
. REGISTRATION BILL 


We have received the following “ critical 

appreciation ’” of Registration and the recent 
debate in the House of Commons from Mr. 
John Stevenson, Secretary, Incorporated 
Society of Auctioneers and Landed Propenty 
Agents :— 
_ For upwards of twelve years 1 have kept 
in close touch with the situation regarding 
Architects Rezistration—partly because a 
small but.appreciable section of our own-mem- 
bers carry on an architectural practice in 
addition to surveying and estate agency, but 
mainly for the reason that it seemed to me 
most of the arguments in favour of the com- 
pulsory principle could also, with only slightly 
less force, be applied to estate agents, sur- 
veyors, valuers, and real property auctioneers. 
Naturally, however, it is for Parliament to 
determine the order of precedence. Though 
one may gird at the slowness of democratic 
procedure, both Lords and Commons aré 
usually quick to repress any measure that is 
petty, unfairly partisan, or monopolistic in 
character. 

It ie all a matter of degree, and while, for 
my part, I am more than a little surprised 
that the unregistered optician can still cavort 
about the country as he pleases—which the 
dentist. cannot—I should be much more 
astonished to find 40 M.P.s, let aione nearly 
500, sit through a Friday’s session four the 
purpose, say, of whittling down a subject’s 
right to employ a pen to his financial advan- 
tage. The acid test is simply this—whether 
or not the public are seriously disadvantaged 
by the absence of effective control of any par- 
ticular- profession, business or calling. If the— 
answer is an emphatic ‘‘ Yes ’’ (Second Read- 
ing of the present Architects Bill was passed 
by 225 to 50), then the only other important 
question. revolves round the matter of safe- 
guards, and the extent of power the State may 
properly delegate to the organisation, or 
organisations, recognised as being representa- 
tive of the interests mainly concerned. 

I have attended many debates of Parlia- 
ment, whenever possible securing a seat 
“Under the Gallery,’’ where only a single 
iron rod divides the stranger from the Cham- 
ber itself; and my mind goes back to the 
various previous occasions on which Registra- 
tion has been the business of the day. 

1926... 1928... 1931... 1934... never 
was there a time when architects commanded, 
even remotely, the measure of intelligent 
interest accorded to their problems by the 
a of Commons, on Friday, December 17, 

Except for a few minutes employed obtain- 
ing refreshments, I heard all the speeches 
for and against the measure, delivered to a 
House that was throughout in excess of the 
quorum, and thus in no danger whatever of 
that off-successful Parliamentary tactic, the 
*“count out’?! Almost every one was worth 
hearing—nearly 30 members addressed Mr. 
Speaker in just under five hours—but, had I 
started the day as an M.P. with a completely 
open mind, I am certain 4 p.m. would have 
found me oné of the 225 who crowded the 
** Aye” lobby. 

In general the debate, a truly momentous 
debate in the fullest sense, maintained a high 
tone and produced the maximum of useful 
information. Promoters will do well to-study 
sympathetically the opposing speeches and 
analyse their arguments, in particular those 
of Sir Murd Macdonald, Sir Arnold 
Wilson, and Mr. Orr-Ewing. Given, how- 
ever, the ability to distinguish ‘‘ wreckers ” 
from helpful critics, and a reasonable (not 
flabby !) attitude to ‘‘ branch ’’ amendmenis, 
there is no reason, in the writer's opinion, to 
anticipate any ‘‘dog-fight’’ in Committee, 
but rather that the Bill will by Midsummer 
reach the statute-book in a form readily recog- 
nisable by its parents, and thereaffer prove 
conclusively, both to the public the 
professions generally, the lasting value of com- 
pulsory, as contrasted with mere voluntary, 
Registration. 
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DESIGN DETAILS 
XI.—ENGLISH GATE PIERS. 
Mainly Large Examples. 


By “‘ DOMUS.” 

Gate piers in this country show 
astonishing variety of design and material, 
but nearly all of them (especially the 
17th- and 18th-century examples) have 
qualities which make them essentially 
“English.” This alone gives them in- 
terest for architects who may ponder on 
the subtleties that produce this particular 
feeling in design. Many-examples date 
from the Renaissance period in this coun- 
try, and although these show the influence 
of Italian Renaissance motifs, the piers 
are quite unlike fine Italian examples, 
which have special qualities which place 
them among the most characteristic fea- 
tures of the wonderful gardens for which 
Italy is famed. 

Many of our greatest architects, such as 
Sir Christopher Wren, Inigo Jones, Robert 
Adam and Vanbrugh, exhibited their skill, 
knowledge and imagination in gate-pier 
design. The fine piers they have left for 
our enjoyment show many qualities which 
merit careful analysis because, unlike so 
much that concerns the architect, de- 
manding a keen sense of the practical 
issues, they are among the few things 
which can be properly regarded as mainly 
ornamental. They must be well built and 
suitably designed to provide adequate 
fixings for the gates which may be at- 


tached to them, but apart from this the . 


great principles of design can be applied 
in full measure. The importance of fine 
proportion, contrast, scale, detail and 
well-chosen materials are among these 
principles. Evidence of their considera- 
tion can be seen in any gate piers de- 
signed by Sir Christopher Wren, whose 
genius endowed the examples he con- 
«ceived with just the right notes of empha- 
sis to suit their special locations or their 
relation to, and absolute unity with, the 
‘buildings and garden walls they adjoin. 

Fig. 1 shows one of the several pairs at 
Hampton Court Palace. These are less 
‘sumptuous than the magnificent piers at 


the. “‘ Flower Pot Gateway,” but they . 


-sparkle with fine qualities. Their main 
proportions seem perfectly related to the 
width of the gateway, and the simply- 
panelled Portland stone piers are just 
right in their height-relation to that of

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the stone-coped walling next them. B 
contrast, the finial vases make wonderfy] 
terminals that gain greatly in value be. 
cause the piers are unadorned. Their 
height is considerable and they are wel} 
lifted by means of stilting blocks so that 
there is no risk of the pier cap’s overhang 
obscuring any part of the vases them. 
selves. In the matter of “ foreshorten. 
ing,’ gate pier design affords similar 
problems to those connected with the de. 
tailing of chimney stacks and balustrade 
or parapet courses above facade cornices, 


The greatest care should be paid to the 
projection of all overhanging members, 


‘since the silhouette which will be mainly 


seen is that across the 45 deg. lines rather 
than the true section: All but the smallest 
piers will’ be considerably affected by 
reason of the perspective ‘“ foreshorten. 
ing.” Hence, finial vases should always 
be well stilted and no carved work should 
be placed where, in reality, it may be go 
acutely diminished as to be improperly 
appreciated. The cap on the Hampton 
Court pier is a model of its kind, having 
fine scale in its mouldings and perfect 
bulk in relation to the pier it crowns, 
The sequence of its mouldings is particu. 
larly distinguished and based on Italian 
Renaissance cornices. There is no cul 
minating cyma-recta, but, instead, the 
stronger fascia member which makes the 
cap a better transition between pier and 
finial. Moreover, the chosen mouldings 
are of a kind which carry carving where 
it will be well seen, but at the same time 
protected from the weather. Here, there- 
fore, we find enrichment which dates from 
the 17th century in a wonderfully crisp 
state and very nearly as perfect as when 
it was executed. 

Fine carving echoes, in its design, the 
profile of the moulding on which it is 
carved. For instance, the bead and reel 
well suits the plain beaded moulding as 
an appropriate ornamentation upon it, 
and there are equally suitable patterns for 
the cyma and cavetto mouldings as well 
as for the reversed cyma and torus 
mouldings. Fig.-2 shows another gate 
pier at Hampton Court Palace, which also 
exhibits fine proportion and a lively out 
line. 

The comparative size between pier and 
finial is wel] seen in the brick example 
from Aylesbury shown in Fig. 3. i 
pier is of gauged brickwork having very

fine joints and the angles are staff beaded. 
It is a typical Georgian brickwork motif, 
which has some practical reasons to 
justify it. It recurs over and over again 
in much of Wren’s work, notably on win- 
dow reveals. 

The Portland stone finial vase contrasts 
splendidly with the simpler quality in the 
pier itself, but the cavetto-moulded cor- 
nice is perhaps a little thin in design. 
Nevertheless, this Georgian pier, which is 
one of a pair at the entrance to a noble 
church, ranks as a picked example, having 
very fine quality. The simple pier shown

The sumptuous quality seen 
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but the size of this feature might well 


have been a shade larger. The massive 
piers in Fig. 7 are at Chelsea Hospital, 
the great brick building which many 
people regard as Wren’s masterpiece. 
Their design rather suggests that perhaps 
Vanbrugh had a hand here, however, be- 
cause they do not quite equal most of the 
known Wren gate piers. For all that, 
there is a fine masculine quality in them 
and a notable breadth of treatment. They 
accord well with the big scale of the great 
building. 

Figs. 8 and 9 show two 20th-century ex- 
amples of rather different quality. The 
latter is of more modest size than any of 
the piers described in this article, which 


~ does not attempt to include gate piers of 


small dimensions. The example shown in

- Fig. 8 is interesting in that here the tran- — 


sition between the pier cap and the stone 
finia] is handled in a somewhat unusual 
way. Instead of stone stilting blocks, the 
brick “‘ attic’ storey lifts the finial well 
clear of the main stone-moulded enriched 
cap: Hence both claim divided attention ; 
both are most prominently seen. The piers 
generally follow Georgian precedent and 
almost: exactly copy some of the detailing 
handed down to us by famous architects 
of the past. The use of brick and tile 
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seen in Fig. 9 shows a choice of materials 

which was rarely used in Georgian Eng- 

land: There seems to be a somewhat awk-, 
ward confliction between the apparent 

strengths of them to be quite satisfactory 

when sandwiched in almost equal propor- 

tions as they are here. 

Whether we must now regard gate piers, 
such as the more ornate-ones illustrated, 
as “‘ bygones” in architecture or not, it 
is a curious but very true fact that they, 
like so-much that has been handed down 
to us from preceding years, show a proper 
use of materials, a fine sense of design, 
and imagination which will be forever: 
among the qualities which any building 
work must have if it is to be called “ archi- 
tecture.”

SCHOOL OF PLANNING AND RESEARCH 
FOR NATIONAL DEVELOPMENT. 


THat it was important that the work 
of the Architectural Association School 
of Planning and Research for National 
Development should be made known was 
emphasised by Mr. H. S. Goodhart- 
Rendel, President of the R.I.B.A., when 
he presided on December 21 at the Royal 
Institute of British Architects at a con- 
* ference convened for the purpose of dis- 
cussing the future organisation of the 
School and. the best means whereby it 
might extend its usefulness and. obtain 
wide support, 

Mr. GoopHart-RENDEL said : ‘‘ The present 
day architectural. student -feels that architec- 
ture as it used to be understood is not 
enough, that the architect. now occupies a 
new position, where his particular planning 
faculties may be applied to something a little 
more wide than simply the actual arrange- 
ment of a building on a site. The result is 
that you have a reservoir of energy on which 
you can draw for any national purpose. 

Sm Raymonp Unwin, explaining the work 
and objectives of the School, said they were 
met to discuss how they could give better sup- 
port, if it was agreed that it was desirable, 
to what was a valuable piece of educational 
work, the provision of the training needed 
for planning. eS 

About 1934 the Council of the Association 
began to feel that while adequate instruction 
in town planning as a pure technique for 
town planning was being given, the teaching 
of planning in the wider sense had not been 
undertaken. This was recognised as esgenti- 
ally a post- uate course, which might 
advantageously be open to graduates from 
many partments of learning, and not 
merely from architecture, and for older men 
of some experience, __ 

It was felt that there was need for dealing 
with the subject more from the point of view 
of regional and national planning on very 
broad lines. The speaker was of the opinion 
that this was not a profession in the sense of 
ordinary ineering, elecirical engineering, 
the design of buildings, and so on. The 
planner was concerned rather with the rela- 
tions between the work of many professions. 
Before he could commence, the planner should 
have graduated in. one, no doubt, in order 
to roth with the others, This was a different 
species. of education. from that of the man 
who was going to practise in any one of them 
as a specialist. 

The School started in December, 1934, with 
six members, and at present there were 33. 
The authorities were of the opinion that it 
was possible to train men in such a manner 
that they were capable of planning on a 
scale that would be better than the results 
produced by haphazard laisser faire. 

They had to have a man who knew enough 
about the various relevant subjects to be able 
to see the relations of one to the other. 
That was, as the speaker conceived it, the 
planner ; he must be able to conceive the new 
order which would improve the relations of 
things to one another, each of whici. 


on specialist knowledge which he-- 


must be able to assemble. That was the 
problem which faced the School, to train a 
man to that end. 

Mr. H. Berry said that, with regard to the 
objects of the School] of Planning, he felt that 
the end of all planning was to ensure the 
health, wealth and happiness of the people 
in whose interests ‘the planning was con- 
ducted. There might be differences as to the 
way in which that ought to be carried out, 
but that was part of the aim of all planning, 
and should always be kept in view. He com- 
pared the comprehensive objects of the School 
with those of a limited company which, with 
a capital of £100, set out to build railways 
and steamships, and, in fact, almost.to control 
empires. Such a company sets out with faith 
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and hope, and sometimes ‘‘ brought it off’’; 
and in his opinion the School had set out with 
a tremendous amount of faith and hope. 

He was an unrepentant Londoner, and saw 
no reason why London should not have its 
own school of this kind. He was delighted 
for that reason to think that an attempt was 
being made, and very pleased, therefore, to 
lend what aid he could—very little up to the 
present, but he could promise more in the 
uture—towards. helping forward the ends 
and aims of ‘the School. 

Mr. Frank Pick thought that we were com- 
mitted to planning. No one could look abroad 
without seeing that there must be planning, 
and, once you began to plan, you had no 
alternative but to go on planning more and 
more; once you put your hand to it you could 
not stop. Certainly, 
London traffic we needed planning, and plan- 
ning on a larger scale than the planning we 
were getting. 

At the present time we were planning piece- 
meal and in too partial a fashion, We had 
to have a wider conception of planning more 
widely spread among local authorities if there 
was to be any hope for our planning at all. We 
had also to have planners to plan planners. 
We had the planner in the elementary stage, 
taking districts, but we had not yet the 
planner in being, or sufficiently in. being, to 
plan the planner and provide the regional and 
the national plan; and that, he took it, mwas 
the object of the School, 


Certainly they could not all be experts, and 
some of them could not be experts at all «in 
the problems with which they dealt, but they 
did need to have all the various expert 
subjects which were now being taught brought 
together in some form or fashion, so that 
their wider implications and inter-relations 
might be understood and appreciated, That 
again, he thought, was the object of the 
School. 

A school such as_this would have few 
students. It could not be given to many to 
undertake this kind of work. There should 
be as many teachers as there were students 
in such a school, because they were not only 
teachers, they were building up a body of 
practice and knowledge without which they 
could not make the progress which they 
sought. : 

How were we to support such a school? 
Clearly those who needed the services of 
people trained in this broader fashion must 
send people to the School as students to 
learn and to go back to them with more 
liberalised experience added to their original 
expert knowledge. 


Those who sought and needed the services 
of people trained in this way, those who 
sent the students, must send also the money 
which would enable those students to secure 
what it was they wanted and to build up the 
School, not only for the immediate present, 
but for the future as well. - 

Concluding, the speaker said that he felt 
that there were still points of dissent, even 
among those on the platform, but he thought 
that it might be said that that was evidence 
of the need for the School. 


Mr. J. W. BispHam said that it/might well 
rove to be the case that, when the London 
unty Council had seen the experiment of 
the School in operation, they might deem that 
their relations with the work of the School 
should become closer. 


Dr. THomas Apams proposed the following 
resolution : ‘1. That this meeting congratu- 
lates the Architectural Association on the 
effort it has made to organise the School of 
Planning and Research for National Develop- 
ment, and is of opinion that the School meets 
a@ need and provides a service which is of 

eat national value. 2. That it is highly 
important that adequate funds be provided 
to enable the School to carry out its duties of 
instruction and research in an_ efficient 
manner; and 3. That a Committee be ap- 
pointed from this Conference to collaborate 
with the Advisory Board of the School in dis- 
cussing ways and means to establish the 
School on a permanent basis.’’

Stewart, A.R.I.B.A., of Messrs. Burgess, 
Holden and Watson, for his own occupation 
in a local brown-grey facing brick, the roof 
being covered in a dark red pantile. Windows 
are metal casements jn wood surrounds painted 
ivory. Roof gutters and down pipes are black 
and doors are painted a _ blue-green. 
Internally the finish consists of rough plaster 
walls and ceiling, with beech-faced flush doors 
and bronze ironmongery. Floors are in deal 
generally, except in the kitchen and bath- 
room, which are covered with ‘‘ Tiletex ”’ 
asphaltic floor tiling, a material which is 
comparatively new to this country. The stair- 
case balustrading is formed in ‘‘ Georgian ”’ 
wired glass. z

GENERAL. — This’ garage at 
Olympia houses 1,200 cars. It is 
claimed to be the largest in Europe. 
There are 10 garaging floors, each 
half a storey high. Visitors can 
have their cars serviced, repaired 
or decarbonised while touring an 


exhibition in Olympia, and there . 


is a room for chauffeurs equipped 
with telephone and loudspeaker to 
recall them to the garage. Cars 
can be telephoned for from inside 
Olympia, from which a_ direct 
entrance to the garage is provided. 
Passenger lifts communicate with 
the parking floors. A beam of light 
8 ft. 4 in. above floor level controls 
the height of cars. Should luggage 
on a car exceed this height the 
beam will ring an alarm bell and 
operate red stop lights, and traffic 
will stop until the threat of a jam 
is removed. The London County 
Council town planning require- 
ments limited the height of the 
building. 

Construction. — This is in 
reinforced concrete, with panelled 
walls of white bricks. The floors 
are specially treated to make them 
hard and _— dust-resisting. The 
horizontal windows are separated 
only by the turned up concrete 
beam, faced with bricks. Windows 
are steel. The walls and ceilings 
of the garage are of concrete as left

from the shuttering. The entrance 
halls are-panelled with teak ply- 
wood. 

Srre.—The site is long and narrow 
—too narrow to garage motor-cars 
economically. This was overcome 
to some extent by cantilevering the 
first floor at the rear over the 
Olympia Grand Hall yard space. 
The extraordinarily rapid egress of 
patrons from the exhibition build- 
ings on such occasions as_ the 
Military Tournament and_ the 
circus and the narrowness of the 
site determined the disposition of 
the ramps on either end of the 
building, thus enabling one-way 
traffic to be used during the pass- 
ing in and out of desultory traffic, 
but making it possible to use all 
ramps for egress during peak 
periods. 

Pian.—The basement, to comply 
with the L.C.C. requirements 
regarding garaging of cars, is used 
for other purposes—as a store-room 
for the considerable amount of 
standfitting stock which the 
Olympia Co. always hold, and for 
extensive lavatories for troops, 
artists and workmen on such occa- 
sions as the Military Tournament 
and the circus. 

Srervices.—Ventilation of each of 
the upper floors is by centrifugal 
fans and of the ground floor by

ducts carried up to the roof, and 
fitted with fans. Heating is by a 
gas boiler which heats coils distri- 
buted over each floor, and over 
which air is circulated by means of 
electric fans.

IMPORTANT ACTION BY ARCHITECT 
FOR FEES. 
Thomas v. Hammersmith Borough Council. 

Tis was an action by Sir Alfred Brumwell 
Thomas, F.R.1.B.A.,of ¥3, Albany; Piccadilly, 
London, W., to recover from the Hammer- 
smith Borough Council £1,500 for work done 
and services rendered by him for the 
defendants as architect under the footing of 
quantum meruit, and further, and in the alter- 
native, £5,000 damages, ‘being the balance of 
the plaintiff’s scale remuneration for work as 
the architect of the defendants in pursuance 
of a contract in writing contained in a series 
of letters passing between the parties between 
August 15, 1930, and November 24, 1933, and 
in a writing under common seal of the 
defendants dated June 28, 1933, and which 
sum the defendants refused to pay. 

After a hearing extending to 22 days 
his lordship reserved judgment. This was 
delivered on December 21, when his lordship 
found that the plaintiff was entitled to 
damages for breach of contract, and awarded 
him £7,000 and costs. The £7,000 included 
the £3,000 Sir Brumwell had already received. 

The plaintiff's case was that in August, 
1930, he, out of a number of nominees of the 
President of the R.I.B.A., was selected by 
the defendants for appointment in connection 
with works proposed by the defendants for 
the erection of a town hall in the borough 
of Hammersmith, At that time the 
defendants were anxious in connection with 
their scheme to have the same approved by 
the Unemployment Grants Committee of the 
Ministry of Health as a scheme meriting a 
grant out of public funds for the purpose of 
the relief of unemployment in the borough. 
The plaintiff accepted the invitation in con- 
sideration of the defendants guaranteeing to 
him his appointment as architect in connection 
with the building of a town hall, and for the 
consideration aforesaid in or about September, 
1930, the plaintiff proceeded to prepare the 
plans and estimates for submission to the 
Committee, charging the defendants out-of- 
pocket fees only, and agreeing further that 
his usual fees in and connected with the work 
should merge in his agreed fee payable in 
connection with the said building, which 
‘vod fee was 6 per cent. on the total cost 
of the executed work. Plaintiff duly prepared 
the plans and estimates for the purpose and 
the defendants accepted the same and used 
them for submission to the Committee, and in 
respect of that work plaintiff claimed £1,500. 
Further, and in the alternative, by letters 
passing between the parties and in pursuance 
of a resolution of the defendants on 
October 22, 1930, the defendants employed 
the plaintiff as their architect in connection 
with the scheme for the erection of the town 
hall building on a site purchased by the 
defendants for a sum exceeding £36,000, and 
agreed to pay him on the basis of the ordinary 
scale of fees of the R.I.B.A., being 6 per cenf. 
of the total cost of the executed works, esti- 
mated at a cost of £200,000. The plaintiff 
entered upon the said work and prepared the 
plans, etc., and having completed the work 
necessary to enable the defendants to pro- 
ceed with the erection of the building, they 
notified him that the scheme had been aban- 
doned. In these circumstances plaintiff 
alleged he was entitled under the scale to be 
paid 4 per cent. of the estimated cost of 
the abandoned works, viz., £8,000. Defendants 
had paid plaintiff £3,000, but refused to pay 
the £5,000 outstanding in accordance with the 
scale, and the present action was brought. 

. The defendants, by their defence, said that 
In the preparation of the preliminary plans 
and of the estimates in relation to the loan, 
the plaintiff was employed as an expert, and 
erick such a on the terms of 
“peuving & fee o uineas or ent 
of his out-of-pocket dxpenaae, ehicheves ‘out 
should be the lesser, and in the event of the 
efendants’ application failin (as it did in 
t), the defendants were under no obligation 
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to employ the plaintiff as the architect, nor 
was the plaintiff's original engagement 
accepted by him in consideration of ‘any 
such right or obligation. In June, 1933, the 
defendants were considering the preparation 
of a scheme for the erection of a town hall 
on their site at a reduced cost, by means of 
@ loan, with the sanction of the L.C.C., and 
the plaintiff having intimated his willingness to 
waive any claim to payment for previous work 
in consideration of his appointment as their 
architect in connection with such new revised 
scheme, he was employed on the terms of a 
resolution passed by the defendants on June 
28, 1933, and sealed when accepted by the 
laintiff on November 7, 1933. By that reso- 
ution the plaintiff agreed that the scale 
charge in respect of the new works should 
be inclusive of all incidental fees and services 
whatsoever in connection with the works, 
including services already performed. The 
plaintiff was aware that his designs and 
detailed drawings had got to be approved 
‘by the whole Council before any step would 
be sanctioned, but in ‘consequence of the sug- 
estion and advice of the plaintiff in June, 
934, that an open space called Brook Green 
should be exchanged for the defendants’ 
existing site and a new town hall built there 
suitable to the defendants’ requirements, 
plaintiff’s designs and plans were suspended 
pending consideration of the suggestions and 
preliminary designs for the Brook Green site, 
and on November 29, 1934, defendants paid 
plaintiff £3,000 on the ground that in the 
circumstances it was equitable that a sub- 
stantial payment should be made at that stage 
on account of his fees. By reason of the 
public opposition to a town hall being built 
at Brook Green, the defendants had to 
abandon the project. Then the plaintiff was 
requested to prepare and resubmit his designs 
and plans provisionally approved _in the 
previous June, and this the plaintiff did; and 
although provisionally approved towards the 
end of March at a meeting of the General 
Purposes Committee of the defendant Council, 
the plaintiff on June 24, 1935, for the first 
time informed the defendants that the site 
was unsuitable for a town hall of the character 
required and providing the accommodation 
required. On July 23, 1935, the plaintiff 
was informed by letter that the scheme was 
abandoned and his appointment determined. 
By reason of these matters the defendants 
denied that they were guilty of any breach 
of contract to employ the plaintiff or that the 
plaintiff was entitled to the alleged remunera- 
tion or damages. The defendants, by way of 
defence, relied upon Section 4 of the London 
Government Act, 1899, and Section 149 of the 
Metropolis Management Act, 1855. Defen- 
dants denied that the statement of claim 
disclosed any cause of action. 


Mr. J. W. Morris, K.C., and Mr. Granville 
Sharp appeared for the plaintiff; and Mr. 
Pritt, K.C., and Mr. R. A. Willes for the 
defendants. 


Mr. Morris having opened at considerable 
length the plaintiff's case and dealt with the 
voluminous correspondence which had passed 
between the parties and upon which the issue 
raised in the action mainly turned, 

The plaintiff gave evidence. He said that 
his practice as an architect extended over 
45 years and had been mainly in connection 
with the design and erection of public build- 
ings. He. said that he prepared plans for a 
Town Hall at Hammersmith, and they were 
approved by the Council in April, 1934. 
Owing to the site of the building being 
changed an entirely new set of plans had to 
be made. 

In reply to Mr. Sharp, he said his relations 
with the Council were quite cordial. The 
plans and drawings which he had prepared 
were always sufficient to enable a quantity 
surveyor to get out quantities and obtain 
tenders. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Pritt, Sir Brumwell 
agreed that there was nothing in the plans to 
show any heating. His drawings were such 
as would enable the quantity surveyor to a 
pare quantities; but not as to heating. e 
matter could not go to the quantity surveyor 
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until the question of the heating had been 
decided. The general quantities were one 
bill: and engineering was quite a separate bill. 

In further cross-examination by Mr. Pritt, 
who suggested that not a single drawing was 
finished, Sir Brumwell disagreed and said 
there were some very fine drawings. 

Mr, Pritt: I am challenging these working 
drawings as being unfit to go to a quantity 
surveyor. I am not interested in the draw- 
ings as pretty pictures, but as explanatory 
drawings. 

Sir Brumwell : “‘ Pretty pictures ”’ is rather 
uncompliméntary. They are more than pretty 
pictures; they are very serious designs. 

In re-examination Sir Brumwell said that 
when a quantity surveyor looked at drawings 
it was common practice for him to raise 
queries and send them to the architect. 


Mr. Oswald Healing, F.S.I., was called in 
support of the plaintiff’s case and, dealing 
with the plaintiff’s plans, he said they were 
a set of drawings which appeared to him to 
be singularly accurate in the sense that the 
dimensions of each apartment were noted. The 
overali dimensions of the building were given, 
and the storeys were also given. The plans 
showed the nature of the building and were 
pretty accurate. He should describe the plans 
produced by the architect as good plans, the 
drawings being complete. There were details 
of the essential features of the structure. He 
thought that the plans compared favourably 
with what quantity surveyors usually got. 

Mr. Pritt : Did you notice any drawing that 
was complete in itself ?—‘‘ I can’t answer that 
off-hand,”’ said witness, adding that he had 
never worked with Sir Brumwell as a quan- 
tity surveyor and had not heard of the action 
until a few months ago. 

Mr. Sydney Clough, F.R.I.B.A., also gave 
evidence for the plaintiff. He said that from 
time to time he had assisted the plaintiff 
when the latter was overburdened with work 
and spoke of imterviews he had had with 
officials in the architect’s department of the 
L.C.C. with regard to the scheme. The inter- 
views were not unfavourable, but there was 
no formal approval of the plans. 

This evidence closing the plaintiff’s case, 

Mr. Morris applied for leave to amend the 
pleadings with regard to the plaintiff’s claim 
in the action, and after considerable dis- 
cussion his lordship said he would be willing 
to allow the amendment subject to particulars 
of the terms being given. 

Mr. Pritt said the defendants would put 
in their defence on the proposed amendment 
when they saw the particulars. 

Mr. Pritt then opened the case for the 
defendants and said his case was that there 
was no contract here at all and no contract 
under seal. He submitted that on the evi- 
dence which had been given, and particularly 
that given by Mr. Healing, the plans of the 
plaintiff were in no sense ready for submission 
to a quantity surveyor. 

His lordship pointed out that if authority 
were given to the plaintiff to do the work 
he was entitled to be paid. If the defendants 
put an end to the plaintiff’s contract, surely 
he was entitled to remuneration for the work 
he had done. Did the defendants say when 
the plaintiff had done three-quarters of the 
work : We are tired of the work, and that 
plaintiff would not get his fees? 

Mr. Morris said his case was that the 
plaintiff was entitled to his fees. 

Evidence was given for the defence by Mr. 
H. P. Mackenzie, Divisional Architect, 
L.C.C.; Mr. J. E. Coxon, assistant architect 
in the L.C.C.’s Theatres ent; and 
Mr. C. H., James, A.R.A., F.R.IB.A. 

Mr. James said that in June last he was 
asked to go into these plans with Mr. Sydney 
Tatchell, architect, and Mr. Horace Langdon, 
a quantity surveyor, and he had inspected 
them. His practice was to go to the L.C.C. 
and ascertain their views before. preparing 
his plans. In his opinion, decision as to the 
method of heating was almost the earliest 
thing to plan. He thought that a quantity 


’ 








surveyor should be given exact particulars of 
what was wanted. In his opinion, many of 
the plans were definitely incomplete. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Morris, Mr. James 
admitted that he knew nothing of the sub- 
soil of the site for the Town Hall, nor any- 
thing of the merits of the site. He was of 
opinion that, excluding the heating and 
foundations and the question of the staircases, 
there were many matters of importance that 
‘would prevent a quantity surveyor - 
ing with his work, because the plans did not, 
in fact, work. 

Mr. Reginald Travers Morgan, M.I.C.E., in 
the course of his evidence for the defendants 
said he agreed that it was fair to say that 
on the eight steelwork drawings of the 
plaintiff there was a good deal of steel-frame 
work definitely there. 


Mr. Pritt: Could a quantity surveyor 
measure that up ’—Not absolutely accurately ; 
but he could measure it up. 

His lordship: Could you design the steel- 
work for the dome? Would you have enough 
materiai to do so?—It is incomplete. I d 
want to know what the dome was made of. 

Mr. Pritt: If you were told the material, 
‘would the drawings give you enough informa- 
_ tion ?—You could start on it. 

Mr. Horace W. Langdon, chartered sur- 
‘veyor, examined by Mr. Pritt and askea 
‘whether the plaintiff’s drawings and particu- 
lars gave the quantity surveyor enough in- 
formation aheut the wall surfaces of the 
building, replied : *‘ There is nothing on the 
drawings to indicate how the wall surfaces 
are to be treated, but I should not expect to 
find that information on the drawings except 
in some particular instance.”’ 

In further examination Mr. Langdon added 
that the drawings did not give details of the 
steelwork of the public hall gallery, which 
was shown only in outline. 

Mr. Sydney Joseph Tatchell, F.R.I.B.A., 
gave evidence for the defendants. 

He said he had heard nearly all the evi- 
dence.of Mr. C. H. James, and, speaking 
generally, he agreed with Mr. James; but 
speaking more particalarly with regard to 

Mr, James’s criticisms of the drawings for 
the quantity surveyor from the point of view 
of what an architect should send to a quan- 
tity surveyor, he agreed entirely. 

Mr. Pritt: In your view, is it any good 
and is there any sense in an architect proceed- 
ing with drawings for the quantity surveyor 
before he got the definite approval of the 
authority for the whole lay-out of the build- 
ing ?—No; I do not think it is. 

Further examined, Mr. Tatchell said ‘he 
considered it absolutely essential to have trial 
holes made in order to ascertain the extent, 
and the depth, of the foundations. He 

regarded that as a starting point for any 
drawings. It was not the job of a quantity 
surveyor to discuss the question of trial holes. 
An architect with any sense of responsibility 
would not put forward a set of drawings 
without knowing the condition of the soil. 
He thought that all the departments of the 
L.C.C. should be consulted in the early stages 
of the drawings so that the architect could 
then go forward with his drawings with some 
confidence. 

With regard to the steelwork, the architect 
should early consult the steel specialist on 
the lay-out, and this he thought essential 
‘with the heating work, ventilation and elec- 
tric -installation. Those were important 
matters for the architect before he went for- 
ward with his eighth-scale work. 

This concluded the evidence for the defence. 
and Mr. Pritt, on behalf of the defence, and 
Mr. Morris, for the plaintiff, addressed his 
lordship 


At the conclusion of Mr. Morris's address 
his lordship stated that he would consider his 
judgment, and judgment was accordingly 


“reserved. 
The Judgment. : 

In the course of delivering his considered 
judgment, Mr, Justice Porter said that Sir 
Alfred Brumwell Thomas. was a well-known 
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architect, and his claim was for damages for 
of contract and remuneration for work 
done. Sir Brumwell was instructed to go 
forward and make drawi for the proposed 
Town Hall, and eventually was appointed 
architect for the proposed building, and he 
was to be paid on the R.I.B.A. e. Upon 
that Sir Brumwell made working drawings 
for a building to cost £200,000. Certain sug- 
gestions were made in regard to the building, 
and the plans were revised as required. Later 
objections were raised as to the plans, and 
ultimately the defendants abandoned their 
scheme. Sir Brumwell was appointed archi- 
tect under the seal of the Council, and, speak- 
ing broadly, was entitled to his fees, and the 
question was what the parties intended and 
meant by their agreement. Here the archi- 
tect was employed to do the work, and 
defendants were not entitled to let the plain- 
tiff prepare plans and drawings and then 
say ‘‘ We have abandoned the scheme and 
you get nothing.”’ Sir Brumwell was entitled 
to compensation for the loss occasioned to him 
by the abandonment. 
In his lordship’s view the questions of 
heating, lighting and ventilation were minor 
matters when compared with the more im- 
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portant matter of accommodation. The plans 
were considered by a full committee and con. 
sidered satisfactory and approved. Then the 
matter came before the Council and criticisms 
were made, and the Council withdrew its 
approval. Sir Brumwell then revised the 
accommodation, and he (his lordship) found 
that Sir Brumwell provided the accommoda. 
tion put upon him. He found that the site 
was suitable and adequate for the accommo. 
dation originally put forward. The question 
was—were the plans reasonably sufficient for 
@ quantity surveyor? The plans were only 
provisional, but the steelwork was quite 
incomplete and other matters needed amend- 
ment. It was true that there were errom 
and omissions in the plans, but these were 
partly due to changes in the plans. He (the 
Judge) found that the plaintiff was in the 
circumstances entitled to damages for breach 
of contract, and he awarded him £7,000. 

Judgment was accordingly entered for Sir 
Brumwell Thomas, the plaintiff, for £7,000 
and costs. The £7,000 included the £3,000 
Sir Brumwell had already received. 

A stay of execution with the view to an 
appeal by the defendants from the judgment 
was granted on terms. 


MODEL BY-LAWS—XXIV. 
By W. T. CRESWELL, K.C., assisted by NORMAN P. GREIG, B.A., Barrister-at-Law. 


In concluding this series of articles onhowever, that local authorities might prefer 


Model By-laws, we think it would interest 
our readers to refer to some further salient 
points affecting the architect and builder. 
Materials. 

For the first time, ‘‘ materials to be used, 
etc.,’’ is included in the Act of 1936, as a 
matter to be regulated in by-laws made under 
Section 61 of that Act. The term ‘“ mate- 


tials ’’ is, however, frequently found in local 
Acts. 


Questions Arising under the By-laws. 

There is a power given by Section 67 of the 
1936 Act, to refer questions arising under 
building by-laws to the Minister of Health, 
but both parties must agree to the reference. 
Such questions concern (a) application to the 
proposed work of any building by-laws, (6) 
whether the plans submitted are in conformity 
with the by-laws, and (c) whether the work 
has been executed in accordance with the plans 
as passed. The application to the Minister 
must be made jointly by the person who pro- 
poses to execute, or has executed, the work, 
and the local authority, and the Minister’s 
decision is final. The Minister can, however, 
during the proceedings (and must, if. so 
directed by the High Court) state a special 
case for the opinion of the High Court on a 
question of law. 


Passing or Rejection of Plans Submitted. 
Local authorities are under a duty (imposed 


by Section 64 of the Act of 1936), in general, 
to pass the plans of proposed buildings which 


conform to the by-laws, subject to their right | 


to reject them on the ground of non-com- 
pliance with certain requirements, such as 
drainage. Should any question arise between 
a local authority and the person by whom or 
on whose behalf the plans are submitted, as to 
whether the plans are defective, or whether 
the work would contravene any of the 
by-laws, such question can, on the application 
of that person, be determined by a court of 
summary jurisdiction. No application, how- 
ever, shall be entertained unless it is made 
before the pr work has been ‘“‘ sub- 
stantially ’’ commenced. If the plans are re- 
jected, the notice of rejection must specify 
the defects (i.¢,, the by-law or section of 
the Act of 1936 under which the plans 
have been rejected). It should be noted that 
the application to the court of summary 
jurisdiction is made by the person affected ; 
that to the Minister must be made jointly by 
the. Minister and that person. There is, it 
should be noted, no power to compel the 
local authgrity to join in a reference to the 
Minister in case of a dispute, as provided by 
Section 67 of the 1936 Act. It is suggested, 


to join in such a reference rather than allow 
the person aggrieved to apply to a Court of 
Summary Jurisdiction under Section 64, sub- 
section (3). 
By-laws and Local Acts. 
Local authorities must append to printed 
copies of building by-laws provisions of local 
Acts (if any) connected with building, as 
well as certain further information in the 
case of rural districts. This includes informa- 
tion as to urban powers enjoyed by 4 roral 
authority in accordance with some earlier 
Act, and to urban powers attained by such: 
an authority under Section 13 of the 19% 
Act. Information must also be appended in 
a rural district where Section 26 of the Public 
Health Act, 1875, was in operation on Sep- 
tember 1, 1931, and in such a district where 
Section 36 of the Public Health Acts Amend- 
ment Act, 1890, or Section 15 of the Amend- 
ment Act, 1907, was in operation before 
October 1, 1936. 


Standard Specifications. 

One records, with some satisfaction, that 
British Standard Specifications are made much 
use of in the Model By-laws, which will result 
in the attainment of a considerable measure 
of uniformity throughout the country. But 
alternatives are frequently met with, and, 
where no standard specification is given the 
by-law requires ‘‘ suitable’ materials to be 
used. The question, therefore, will arise a 
to what is a suitable material, and when there 
is no standard given upon which to determine 
this question, the suitability of a material 
may even lead to litigation.

Health if he would give the number of State-

Sm K. Woop said that the following state- 
ment showed the numbers of houses which 
were under construction in England and 
Wales, respectively, at October 31, 1937, the 
latest date for which figures were available 
(a) by local housing authorities, and (6) by 
private enterprise with State assistance :— 

England (a) 65,069; (b), 3,197. 

Wales (a), 3,354; (6), nil. 

Owing to the pooling arrangements effected 
by the Housing Act, 1935, all houses now 
provided by a local housing authority shared 
in any State assistance given to that authority 
in respect of their houses. 

ish Housing and Labour. 

“. A penne asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland if he would give for the years 
1931 and 1937, respectively, to the latest con- 
venient date, the number of building opera- 
tives in Scotland, the number engaged in 
house building for local authorities, and the 
number of such houses produced. 

Mr. Extior said that the following was the 
table of figures :—(1) Estimated number of 
insured building trade operatives in “ez 
ment (a) in July, 1931, and (6) in July, 1937 : 
(a), 38,768; (b) 52,760. (2) Estimated num- 
ber of building trade operatives engaged in 
house building for local authorities (a) at 
June 30, 1931, and (b) at July 3, 1937: (a), 
4,067; (b), 10,041. (3) Number of houses 
under construction by local authorities (a) 
at June 30, 1931, and (b), June 30, 1937 : (a), 
8,969; (b), 25,008. (4) Average number of 
houses completed by local authorities per 
month (a) in the 12 months from January to 
December, 1931, and (b) in the 11 months 

January to November, 1937: (a), 693; 
(6), 1,102. 

The figures in headings 1 and 2 included 
the following types of craftsmen : Bricklayers, 
masons, carpenters and joiners, plumbers, 
plasterers, slaters and painters. They did not 
include labourers. The figures in heading 1 
were arrived at by deducting from the esti- 
mated number of operatives insured in July 
the number of operatives recorded as unem- 
ployed at the end of June. 

Westminster Offices and the Abbey. 

Sm W. Davison asked the Minister of 
Transport what was the present position with 
regard to the removal of the block of offices 
known as Westminster House from Parlia- 
ment-square, and the improvement of traffic 
conditions and amenities at this central point 
in the immediate vicinity of the Houses of 
Parliament and Westminster Abbey. 

Captain A. Hupson said he was advised 
that informal discussions were taking place 
between the various parties concerned, but 
no decision had been reached. 

Mr. Kezetine asked the First Commissioner 
of Works whether plans and elevations of a 
block of offices proposed for erection on the 
present site of Weitnsineter Hospital in 
Broad Sanctuary overlooking Westminster 
Abbey had been submitted to him in accord- 
ance with Section 13 (1) (E) of the West- 
minster Hospital Act, 1913; whether he was 
aware that the central portion of this build- 
ing would, if the elevations were approved, 
teach a height of about 128 ft., d the 
Nave of the Abbey; and what action he had 
taken or pupae to take. 

Sm P. Sassoon said that plans and eleva- 
tions had not yet been submitted to him in 
accordance with the provisions of the West- 
minster Hospital Act, 1913. He was aware 
that the proposals submitted to the London 
County Council provided for a building ris- 
ing to the height mentioned. He understood 
that. consideration was being given by the 
Council to the question of height, and he 
was in communication with the Council in 
the matter. ’ 
Replying to Mr. Manper, he said he 
thought that the design would be submitted 
to the Royal Fine Art Commission. 
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RENT RESTRICTIONS ACTS 


GRADUAL DECONTROL RECOMMENDED. 

Tue Reports of the Rent Restrictions Acts 
Committee, now published, consist of a 
majority report signed by the chairman, Lord 
Ridley, and eleven members, subject to a 
reservation by two members, and a minority 
report signed by three members. 


Majority Report. 

The Majority Report is based on the prin- 
ciples that ‘‘ the question of continuing con- 
trol of any particular class of house must be 
regarded as dependent on whether the short- 
age of houses in that class is at an end or is 
likely to end within a reasonable period,’’ and 
that ‘‘ the restrictions should at once be lifted 
from any class of property as soon as it can 
be shown that they are no longer needed in 
the. general interests.’’ The Majority Report 
recommends that houses in the upper range of 
the present controlled class B (i.e., houses 
with a rateable value between £35 and £45 in 
the Metropolitan Police District and Scotland, 
and between £20 and £35 elsewhere, which 
at present become decontrolled on change 
of tenancy) shall be decontrolled throughout 
Great Britain in 1938. This recommendation 
would involve the decontrol of approximately 
450,000 houses, but is subject to the reserva- 
tion that, where such houses are occupied by 
two or more families, the house should con- 
tinue 'to be controlled as at present until the 
owner obtains vacant possession. The Majority 
Report says ‘‘the general conclusion which 


might be drawn from the various facts is that | 


as regards Class B houses, of which there are 
now about twice as many as there were at the 
end of the war, there is not now such a short- 
age that if control were renewed scarcity rents 
could be exacted.”’ 

It is recommended that the remainder of 
the houses in the present Class B should be 
combined with the present Olass C to form 
one controlled class in which control should 
be continuous notwithstanding’ that the land- 
lord may obtain vacant possession. This 
recommendation involves an added measure of 
control for approximately 650,000 houses in 
England, Scotland and Wales—i.e., they 
would no longer be decontrolled on change of 
tenancy. Thus, the new upper limit of rate- 
able value of the houses remaining in control 
would be £35 in the Metropolitan Police Dis- 
trict and Scotland and £20 elsewhere. 

Decontrot By Argas.—For England and 
Wales only, the Majority Report also recom- 
mends a scheme for ‘the gradual reduction and 
eventual termination of control over a period 
of years varying as between different areas 
based on the degree of overcrowding in the 
area. This scheme would be brought into 
operation in two distinct stages, in 1940 and 
1942. In 1940 the Minister of Health would 
settle the areas to be treated as single units 
for control purposes, and the upper rateable 
value limit of the controlled class would be 
reduced by £5 in all areas where there was 
less than 4 per cent. of overcrowding. In all 
other areas the limits of the controlled class 
would remain unchanged, and in this way dif- 
ferentiation between different areas would be 


In 1942 the time table for the eventual ter- 
mination of control would be settled on the 
following basis :— 


Percentage of Termination 

Overcrowding. of Control. 
Over 4 per cent.... ha ... 1950 
Between 3 and 4 per cent. ... 1948 
Between 2 and 3 per cent. ... 1946 
Between 1 and 2 per cent. ... 1945 
Under 1 per vent... 1944 


The timetable would be fixed by orders to be 
issued by the Minister of Health in 1942, 
which in the normal case would provide for 
the upper limit of rateable value of the con- 
trolled class to be reduced by successive stages 
of £5 until control had been finally brought 
to an end by the date shown in the table. 
The advantages which the majority of the 
Committee claim for this scheme are, among 
others, that :— 
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(1) All houses in the present Class C, i.e.,, 
“houses with a rateable value of £20 or under 
in London and £13 or under elsewhere would. 
remain controlled until after 1942, the 
smallest houses thus being protected for 
the longest time. 

(2) The scheme would greatly reduce the 
uncertainty as to the future of the Acts, 
which has in the past created difficulties for 
landlords and tenants alike. 

Scottanp.—The housing shortage in Scot- 
land is considered so much more acute thar. 
in England and Wales that no change is 
recommended apart from the decontrol of-the— 
larger Class B houses. It is thought that a 
further investigation may have to be made 
later on before any further measure of decon- 
trol is introduced. 

Rurat Hovstnc.—iIn view of forthcoming 
legislation to deal further with the problem of 
the housing of the agricultural population, the 
Majority Report does not recommend special 
provisions for control for agricultural cot- 
tages after it has been terminated for work- 
ing class houses generally. 


Minor Recommendations. 

Various useful minor amendments are 
recommended, some of which would be of 
assistance to landlords and others to tenants, 
as follows :— 

The onus of proving in Court proceedings that 
the house is decontrolled to be placed on the 
landlord. 

The full name and address of both the land- 
lord and his agent to be inserted in rent- 
books, while, with leave of the Court, service 
of any notice required to be served on the 
tenant by the landlord is to be deemed to be 
good service if served at the address of the 
agent. It is also recommended that rent books 
should be- provided for all working-class 
houses. 

The right to apply for an Order for pos- 
session of a house required by the owner 
for his own occupation without proving the 
existence of alternative accommodation, which 
is now only enjored by owners who acquired 
their houses before July, 1931, to be extended 
to owners who acquired their property before 
the date of the Committee’s report. ~ 

Decontrolled Class B houses in the lower 
range of rateable values to be registered in 
the same way as the present decontrolled Claes 
C houses; no further registration of decon- 
trolled Class C houses after three months 
from amending legislation, and even for Class 
B_ houses, the registers to be finally closed 
within a year of amending legislation. The 
benefit of the compounding allowance for 
rates to go to the landlord. The period for 
recovering over-payments of rent to be ex- 
tended from the present six months to one 
year. 

It is recommended that the Rent Restric- 
tions Acts should be consolidated. 

While the Majority Report makes no specific 
recommendation on the question of levying 
distress, it records the view of many mem- 
bers of the Commitiee, that the present pro- 
cedure leads to great hardship and that the 
levying of distress might well be made 
dependent on the leave of the Court. 

RESERVATION TO Masorrry Report.—The 
effect of the reservation of two members of 
the Committee signing the Majority Report 
is that they do not regard the overcrowding 
standard as a satisfactory basis for the reduc- 
tion or termination of control, and they dis- 
sent from the proposed automatic time-table 
for the termination of control. They consider 
that further investigation should be made in 
five years’ time. : 
Minority Report. t 

The Minority Report recommends that 
** control of some kind is desirable as a per- 
manent feature of the housing service.”’ It 
suggests that the present statutory standard 
of overcrowding represents too low a standard 
of accommodation to serve as a basis for the 
reduction and termination of control. and 
may conceal a substantial increase of bad 
housing. It states that it would be most un- 
desirable if, as a result of decontrol, tenants 
were forced into dwellings of a less desirable 
type, and suggests that any measure of 
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decontrol based on average conditions may 
occasion much hardship in individual cases. 
The Report points out that the automatic 
time-table for the termination of control pro- 
posed in the Majority Report is based on 
the assumption that housing conditions will 
continue to improve. The members signing 
the Minority Report do not consider that this 
is by any means certain to be the case, and 
think that in the circumstances any fixed 
period for the termination of control is 
undesirable. ‘The Minority Report recom- 
mends that ‘‘ control in some form should 
be both general and permanent ’’ and should 
include agricultural and other service cottages, 
that so long as the provision of housing 
accommodation is left to private enterprise 
its management should be subject to public 
utility principles, and that Tenancy Courts 
should be set up to deal with all cases of 
dispute. The signatories of the Minority 
Report are opposed to the decontrol of 
houses in the upper range of the present 
Class B on-the grounds that the ‘‘ black- 
coated ’’ worker, by whom these houses are 
often occupied, requires. protection just as 
much as the manual*'worker. The three 
signatories of this Report, while dissenting 
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from the main recommendation .of the 
Majority. Report, state that the scheme 
recommended in that Report is preferable 
to one involving immediate decontrol of 
Class C or the lower Class B houses. In 
addition, the Minority Report urges that the 
period for recovery of over-payments of rent 
should be subject only to the Statute of Limi- 
tations, that distress should in all cases be 
levied only by leave of Court, that it should 
be made the duty of local authorities to 
exercise their powers to supply information 
to landlords and tenants, a | that the right 
of an owner desiring his house for his own 
occupation to apply for an Order for posses- 
sion without proving the existence of wlacae: 
tive accommodation ought not to be extended 
to owners who acquired their property after 
1931 (the date in the present Acts). In 
conclusion, the view is recorded that con- 
sideration of the question of rent control 
ought not to be limited to the narrow field 
of housing implied by the use of the term 
“* working class,”’ as the real housing shortage 
is much greater than would appear from 
figures relating solely to this limited field; and 
is pnot_confined to the working class so 
narrowly defined. 


CAST CONCRETE PRODUCTS 
ASSOCIATION 


ANNUAL LUNCHEON. 

Mr. Maurice E. Wess, D.S.0., M.C., 
F.R.1.B.A., was the speaker at the annual 
luncheon of the Cast Concrete Products Asso- 
ciation, held at the Connaught Rooms re- 
cently. Mr. A. C. James presided. The 


‘luncheon was aitended by some.150 mem- 


bers and guests, including Professor A. E. 
Richardson, Messrs. L. H. Bucknell, 
H. H. D. Anderson, Oliver Bernard, R. 
Bostock, F. L. Brady, H. Braddock, R. 
Carpmael, Major F. C. Cook, C. Dixon, 
G. F. Earle, E. J. Elford, E. J. Finch, E, C. 
Harris, W. M. Hill, Edgar Jackson, C. B. 
le Maistre, C. Beresford. Marshall, Oswald 
P. Milne, Adrian Montagu, Evan Morgan, 
R. W. Ord, Howard Robertson, H. Symon, 
F. R. Yerbury and a number of engineers and 
surveyors. 

Mr. Maurice Webb, who took for his sub- 
ject ‘‘ Cast Stone,” dealt first with the 
scientific and constructional side of the sub- 
ject and said he understood that laboratory 
experiments had quite definitely proved that 
crazing could be cured and stopped, but the 
matter had not quite reached a stage of being 
translated into commercial practice. When 
that day came he felt certain that every archi- 
tect would be greatly relieved. He went on 
to say that it was a curious thing that if 
an architect built a cottage with the hardest 
and most solid materials it was a hundred to 
one that the walls would be wet walls. Yet 
the ordinary little cottage, built years ago 
with the worst bricks, the weakest mortar 
and softest plaster, still had reasonably dry 


“ walls. The reason was that the walls could 


breathe, and if they became damp, when the 
sun came on to them the moisture dried out. 
In the case of impermeability he believed the 
wet got in through some kind of capillary 
attraction and the tendency was for it to dry 
inwards and not outwards. 

Apart from dampness, there was the ques- 
tion of elasticity. It might well be that some 
of the cracking found in partition walls, floors 
and ceilings was due to the use of too much 
hard cement and binding materials. Every 
building moved with temperature changes; 
therefore, as a general principle, the more 
elastic the materials the less trouble was 
there likely to be in this matter. 


Cast Concrete Products. 

On the question of synthetic products, the 
speaker said: ‘“‘ In building, there are many 
materials which, sound though they are in 
themselves, look rather ridiculous when manu- 
factured to look like something else, and the 
mere fact that this is done throws suspicion 
on the material itself. . . . I am not suggest- 


ing that your products offend the eye, because 
they do not; but I am suggesting that, having 
spent so much time and thought on the manu- 
facturing side of your products, the time has 
come when you should spend a little more 
thought on the design side, and there, I 
think, architects may be of some assistance. 
. - . You have improved the durability of 
your products and what remains is an oppor- 
tunity of so designing your material that 
when a person looks at it he will say, ‘ That 
looks like stone, it has the:same sort of 
colour, but it is not stone; what is it?’”’ 

The speaker pointed out that cast concrete 
had an advantage over natural material in 
the matter of design. Natural stone must be 
laid on its proper bed, but cast concrete had 
no bed and could be put up in any desired 
manner. Another advantage was that cast 
concrete could be given any desired surface, 
rough, smooth or polished, without any great 
expense. There was another problem in con- 
nection with design, and that was texture. 
The speaker believed that the cleanest wall, 
in the case of outside walls, was a rough 
wall; the shinier and smoother the surface, 
the dirtier and streakier it seemed to look 
after a few months. 


Development of Design. 


Mr. Webb concluded by saying: ‘‘ The 
ultimate success of these cast products, as far 
as they are concerned with architecture and 
building and appearance, will depend on a 
design of their own being developed for them. 
It will depend on their standing for what they 
are, an indestructible bnilding material 
capable of an immense number of uses, and 
with a character and appearance of its own. . . 
I want to emphasise the need for co-operation 
between architects and manufacturers. All 
this research work which has been done of 
recent years is a valuable. help to architects 
and builders, and I think that the work your 
Association has done in that direction has 
been a blessing to every architect who uses 
your material.”’ 

The Chairman, thanking Mr. Webb for his 
address, said the question of the degree of 
impermeability of cast stone was receiving the 
attention of thee Research Committee. The 
policy of the C.C.P.A. in regard to cast stone 
was to produce material which ieet the 
zesthetic requirements and as far as possible 
conformed to the standards of taste for colour 
of stone and its texture, which had-been 
acquired during centuries. The aim of the 
Association was to produce a cast stone having 
all the good qualities of stones that were 
popular, but none of their bad ones, with the 
addition of wider possibilities in use. 
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Proposing the toast of ‘‘ The Guests,” the 
speaker continued: ‘‘A major difficulty is 
that as long as the architectural profession 
pursues its single-minded worship at the 
shrine of the lowest quotation, just so lon 
will you make it difficult for us to raise the 
quality of our product... . 

“* However, I should like to assure the archi- 
tectural profession and other users that sound 
durable and non-crazing cast stone can ba 
obtained. Having sought and found a first. 
class stone, may I ask the architect to gee 
that it is treated on the job with the respect 
which it deserves. Too often good material 
is spoilt by bad fixing or careless pointing 
simply because it is thought of as concrete. 


A Council of Advisers. 

Professor A. E. Richardson, A.R.A,, 
V.-P.R.I.B.A., replying on behalf of the 
architects, pointed out the need for the Asso- 
ciation to set up a Council of Advisers. He 
did not ask them to come especially to the 
R.I.B.A. or to the Building Centre. “What 
they required was independent advice, and 
he would suggest the setting up of a council 
composed of architects, a good sculptor, a 
sane painter, and possibly an intelligent lay- 
man with artistic views—there were still a 
few ; get this little council together to advise 
them, and change it every year, so as to make 
it thoroughly representative; and then, he 
thought, they would improve the industry ~ 
and advance their interests and those of the 
public with taste and with discretion. 

He went on to say that they had experi- 
enced the products of the eighteenth century, 
they had revolted from the reign of terra- . 
cotta, and likewise from the nauseous years 
of “‘ hardbake,’’ but now they were coming 
to respect the Association’s products, and if 
they produced them rightly and naturally the 
result would be assured. 

Mr. C. B. le Maistre, C.B.E. (Director of 
the British Standards Institution), who 
responded on behalf of the other guests, 
referred to the wide range of building and 
engineering products covered by the C.C.P.A. 
and to an advance copy of a leaflet to be 
issued by the Association showing what had 
been achieved in establishing standards of 
quality. 

The Chairman, responding, said _ their 
industry had grown second only one 
industry—the electrical industry—since the 
war. Since the inception of the Association 
they had-seen a remarkable spirit of co-opera- 
tion between manufacturers. They ‘were 
definitely out, not for purely selfish ends, but 
for really working together. 


The Annual General Meeting. 
Presenting the Council’s Report at the 
ninth annual general meeting of the Associa- 
tion, which followed, the Chairman said the 
Council had met at frequent intervals, and 
had had under review the development of the 
industry, and given consideration to a number 
of factors which had arisen during the year. 
It was gratifying that the importance of their 
industry was becoming increasingly appre 
ciated, and that the C.C.P.A. was recognised 
as representing it in all its branches. ‘ 

The establishment of standards of quality 
was wisely selected as the primary objective, 
and much had already been achieved in this 
direction. The setting up of these standards 
had materially assisted in maintaining 4 
public opinion favourable to cast concrete 
products and cast stone. am 

The C.C.P.A. welcomed a new Association 
(the National Association of Cast Concrete Pro- 
ducts Manufacturers), which had been formed 
for the purpose of dealing with labour na 
and through its activities a new Natio 
Joint Industrial Council had .been set up for 
their industry, with area councils throughout 
the country, which promised to consolidate 
the friendly relations which had existed 
hitherto. 

The Association ‘had continued its scheme 
of co-operative research with the Building 
Research Station, and, as stated in the May 
bulletin, the Council had also. given considera- 
tion to the New Factories. Bill and the new ~ 
model series of Building By-laws. - 

The speaker concluded by outlining

Generally 
speaking, the heating value of the various 
fuels referred to varies in proportion to the 
cost, and, with a proper service and use of 
dampers, anthracite will be found as econo- 


emical as any, and considerably more con- 


venient. It should be remembered that a 
boiler should not be heaped up too full, since 
the maximum efficiency takes effect when 
there is a good bulk of- hot .gases over the 
fuel and operating upon the surface of the 
boiler.

Sm,—Your correspondent cannot do better 
than use special boiler nuts-in- his central 
heating boiler, as this type of fuel is highly 
efficient and far more -economical than 
anthracite boiler or stove nuts.

Str,—(1) It would be better to use one of 
the many damp-proof papers or very thin 
sheet lead. (2) No good purpose will be 
served by putting tar on a cement floor. 
Rough and harden thoroughly, take up all 
loose and defective cement, and render top 
in 1l-in, stuff made of two of sand to one of 
cement, and mix in a cement waterproofer. 
(3) To make a proper job, put down 4 in. 
by 2 in. deal fillets treated with creosote ; also 
treat the backs of floor-boards with one of 
the materials. (4) Ashes are dangerous in 
any form for concrete. Use a first-class 
clinker for prefererfce. G. W. H. 

Plastering and Keene’s Cement. 

[Answer to ‘“G. B.,’’ Decemser 17.] 

Sm,—I have never, in’ the -course of 
40 years, known of a case of using Keene’s 
cement as a backing coat. It is inadvisable, 
not only on account of cost, but also because 
no good purpose is served. With a thick coat 
of Keene’s, $ in. is plenty. The partitions 
that are metal-lathed should have a render- 
coat of cement and sand with a little hydrated 
lime added. It may be necessary to give two 
coats to enable the undercoating to have a 
fair face, and, of course, it should be well 
scratched and fairly dry before putting on 
Keene’s. If the Keene’s is painted, the old 
tule of ‘‘ follow the trowel’’ should be 
adopted; but the modern way is to use a 
neutraliser supplied ‘by most’ up-to-date paint 
firms. _ G. W. H.

London Bomb-proof Shelters. ‘ 

What are stated to be the first. bomb-proof 
air-raid shelters in London are being built for 
the Westminster City Council by Messrs. 
Richard Costain, Ltd., at the Caxton: Hall, 
Westminster. The shelters are designed to give 
protection against gas and explosive bombs, 
and consist of a steel-lined gallery built below 
street-level in front of the hall, and a con- 
verted part of the basement corridor, which 
is being provided with a steel ceiling. . The 
shelters will be completed early in January. 

The gallery is made of locksheet steel sec- 
tions, which, curving upwards and locking 
in the form of an arch, can stand great 
pressure. The shelters will have air-locks to 
keep out gas, splinter-proof ‘doors, and stron 
outer eoverings to withstand the force 0 
explosions.
